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The above figures include cost of lot. 



Deduct a fair price for a lot; balance will represent the cost of the house. 

The above figures are based on the assumption that the cost of the house should approxi- 
mate 2 J/J times the annual income. The payments are figured on the Building ft Loan Associa- 
tion plan, $1.00 a month per $100.00 borrowed. 

Each payment reduces the principal so that in about eleven years the debt is paid. 

The average person pays out one quarter of the family income for rent. In the above 
schedule the payments and principal are less than one quarter. Jt is also assumed that a cash 
payment will be made equal to one quarter the cost of the house plus lot.
